The Senhte, finding tlie House acting thus 
lapully, suspended proceedinga on its own bill, 
on Monday night, to await the reception of the 
bill from the House, wliich, from its having 
originated in that body, would bo free at least 
from the objection to Mr. Clay’s bill, in Uio 
■Senate on the score of constitutionality, how 
over small the furen of that objection might bo 
conaidsiod. Tlie bill of the House was receiv¬ 
ed by the Senate yesterday, before its adjourn- 
inent, and read a first time- It will of course 
undoubtedly pass that body, in form, as it has 
already done in fact. 

Our readers may therefore be morally assur¬ 
ed that the bill of Mr. Clay, in iho form pub¬ 
lished j’estorday, will bocumo iho law of the 
land so far .as depends upon the two Houses of 
Congress. 

Thus ends a much vexed and trying ques¬
